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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 0-1 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/15/06. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and fomiat for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1, 52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied 
by a statement that it contains no new matter. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Paragraph 1 is confusing. The statement, "The extreme fast and loss free 

discharge of the electrically stored energy make it even possible to use the device also 
as explosive" is confusing. Can this device be used as an explosive?

Paragraph 4 is confusing. The statement, "under stress of a strong electrical field 
and at a critical voltage (loading condition) are becoming conductive (semiconductor) by 
means of virtual photon resonance" is not understood. Are the dielectric particles 
conductive or semiconductlve? The examiner is not sure what is meant by "virtual 
photon resonance (a new quantum physical effect)". 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact temis as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 1 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s). at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The specification (as originally filed) does not 
support the limitation(s) "whereby the particles during a short time extremely 



concentrate the homogeneous electrical field locally such that very fast and loss free 
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exchanges of charges are provoked causing Dirac current pulses at constant voltage, 
the particles thereby taking up energy which is stored." 

7. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Specifically, the specification fails to set forth specific details conceming the new 
quantum physical effect (virtual photon resonance) necessary to enable an artisan 
skilled in the capacitor art to make and use the invention. 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

10. Claim 19 recites the limitation "the physical effect" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

1 1 . Claim 1 9 recites the limitation "the stress". in lines 2-3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. The claimed invention has a loss free exchange 
of charge (no electrical resistance). All devices are constructed of materials with finite 
electrical resistance, which means that this component (material) must contain some 
resistance which produces a loss between the electrodes. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

13. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 

14. Claim. 19, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hunt et al. (US 20040169992 A1 ). 

Hunt et al. disclose a capacitor comprising small particles of a strong dipolar 
crystal material separated by an insulating media and under the stress of a strong 
electrical field and at a critical voltage are becoming conductive by means of virtual 
photon resonance (note paragraph 48, paragraph 61 ) whereby the particles during a 
short time extremely concentrate the homogenous electrical field locally such that very 
fast and loss free exchanges are provoked causing Dirac current pulses at constant 
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voltages at the particles thereby taking up energy which is stored (inherent feature - 
when the structure recited in the references is substantially identical to that of the 
claims, claimed properties or functions are presumed to be inherent).
